When General Longstreet surrenders 


bla aword at Appomattox bis war recor 
was made up. It stands unassailable— 
needing no defenders. Back of the da 
that opened, so auspiciously for tbe Con 
federate cause at tbe flrst Mauaaaas an 
of the four yeara that followed, lies tb 
record of a quarter of a century In th 
union army. 


In those times General LongBtreet, a 


Cerro Gordo, Holino del Bey and Chap 
ultepec, waa aiding to win the great em 
plre of tbe west; m subsequent bard ID 
dfan campaigns lighting the fagots of 
splendid western 
civilization—adding 


new glory to American[arms,"and In th 
struggles of|a nation that fell a new sta 
of the drat magnitude to the galaxy o 
American valor, completing one of tb 
most luatroua pages In the world's his 
tory. That page cannot be dimmed o 
darkened; it rests aecare in its own 
white splendor, above, the touch: of de- 
tractors. 


General Longstreet has of late years 


deemed It unnecessary to make defense 
of hi: military integrity, aave such as 
may be fonnd in his memoirs, "Manaaaes 
to Appomattox," published nearly ten 
years since. He has held that bin deeds 
stand on tbe Impartial pages of the na- 
tion's records—their own defender. 


It is significant that not one word was 


ever uttered against Longatreet's mili- 
tary record until the man who could 
forever silence tbe calumny was in bis 
grave—until the knightly soul of Robert 
Edward Lee had passed into eternity. 


A Political Cabal 


General Longsreet's operations at Get- 


tysburg were above the suspicion of re- 
proach until he came under the political 
ban of tbe south, by meeting, as be saw 
it, tbe requirements of good citizenship 
in tbe observance of his Appomattox 
parole. 


Then the storm broke. He was her- 


alded as traitor, deserter of his people, 
deserter of democracy, etc 
In tbe fury 


of this onslaught originated tbe cruel 
slander that he bad disobeyed Lee's 
moat vital orders, causing tbe loss of tbe 
Gettysburg battle, and tbe ultimate fall 
of tbe confederate cai.se 


The sectional complaint that he de- 


ssrted "democracy" is about as relevant 
and trntbf ul as the assertion that be lost 
Gettysburg 
He was a West Pointer, a 


professional soldier. He had nevei cast 
a ballot before the civil war ; be bad no 
politics. Its passions and prejudices had 
no dwelling place in his mind. Tbe war 
waa over, and be quietly accepted tbe 
result, fraternizing with all Americans 
Jt waa.no great crime. 


But the peculiar circumstances fa- 


a conapictooa figure at Gettysburg. This 
ia erroneous. He was merely a brigade 
commander there, stationed flve mllea 
from Longstree*. It is entirely improb- 
able tbat be pezwudljr saw either Lee 
or Longstreet swSlle tbe army waa in 
Pennsylvania. *•,* 


In his official teport Gordon uaes tbis 


language regarding tbe operations of bis 
own small command at Gettysburg 
when the heaviest fighting waa going on: 


"Tbe movemeato during tbe succeed- 


ing daya of tbe battle, July a and 3,1 do 
not consider of-sufficient importance to 
mention."

corps of Meade's army wonld not have 
been in tbe flgbt; but Longstreet de- 
ay ed tbe Bghc untU 4 o'clock in tbe 
afternoon, and thus lost his opportunity 
'f occupying Little Hound Top, tbe key 
if tbe position, which be might have 
lone in tbe morning without firing a 
hot or losing a man." 
It Is competent to point out that Lee'8 
rders to Longatreet on tbat day were 
o"at'tackuptheEcnltt6burgroad " He* 


formed, I received notice that Lieuten- 
ant General Lonirstreet would occupy 
tbe ground on my right, and that bis 
line would be In a direction nearly at 
right angles with mine, and that he 
would assault tbe extreme left of tbe 
enemy and drive him toward Gettys- 
burg." 


Conference Wilh Lee. 


Longstreet had that morning 


gested to Lee that the better plan 
movement by tbe right flank to inter- 
pose between tbe federals and their capi- 
tal and thus compel General Heade to 
give battle at a disadvantage. But Gen- 
eral Lee persisted In tbe direct attack 
"up tbe Emmitsburg road." Hood, de- 
ployed on Longatreet's extreme right, at 
once perceived tbat the true direction 
was by dink against tbe southern slopes 
of the Big Round Top. He delayed the 
advance to advise of tbe discovery be 
bad made. Soon tbe positive order, 
oame back: "General Lee's orders are 
to attack np tbe Emmitaburg toad." He 
still hesitated and repeated the sugges- 
tion. Again it was reiterated:, "Gen- 
eral Lee'a orders are to attack up tbe 
Emmltsbnrg joad." Then the troops 
moved to the attack. There waa no al- 


sored tbe conspiracy to make Longstreet 
tfie long-oesirea au.pe.goat for Gett,._ 
burg.,;. There was an mtenorana deeper 
purpose, 
however, than merely be- 


smirching his military record. Short- 
sighted partisans seemingly argued tbat 
the disparagement of Longstreet was ne- 
cessary to save the military reputation 
of Lee. But Lee's great fame needed 
no snob sacrifice. 


Tbe outrageous charges against Long- 


street have been wholly disproved. 
Much of tbe partisan rancor that once 
pursued him has died out. Many of the 
more intelligent southerners have long 
been convinced thatghe was tbe victim 
of a great wrong. 


Gordon Revives Charges 


It has remained for Major General 


John B. Gordon, once of the army of 
northern Virginia, to revive this dead 
controversy. He simply reiterates the 
old charges in full, but produces no new 
evidence in their support. His contri- 
bution Is of no historical value, U car- 
ries inherent evidence tbat Genial Gor- 
don made no critical examination of tbe 
documentary history of Gettysburg. He 
assumes to lender a verdict on the say 
so of others 
" Gordon's 
unsupported 
assertions 


would require no attention but for one 
fact. Both south and north, there la a 
widespread impression tbat Gordon was 


ould not well "occupy" Little Bound, 
Top up the Emlttsburg road, because it 
was but a fraction less than a mile to 
be east ot that road. It is as clear as 
oonday tbat Lee bad no thought at 
rst, if ever, tbat Little Bound Top waa 
he "key to the position." Lee merely 
ontemplated driving tbe enemy from 
ome high ground on the Emmitsburg 
oad from which the "more elevated 
round" ot Cemetery Ridge in lla rear, 
ore tban a mile to tbe northward of 
ittle Bound Top, could be subsequently 


assailed. 


Lee's Report ol Bailie. 


Lee's luminous report of tbe battle, 
ated July 31, 1863, only four weeks 
ter, bus escaped Gordon's notice, or 
as been conveniently ignored by him. 


is found at page 305 et seq , ol part 2, 


olume 27, ot tbe printed war records, 


easil> accessible to everybody. At page 
303 Lee reports: 


•• * * • In front of General Long- 


Btreet the enemy held a position from 
wbicb, if he could be driven, it waa 
thought our artillery conld be used to 
advantage in assailing the more elevated 
ground beyond, and thus enable us to 
re»«b the crextof the ridge. That officer 
- 
* * After a severe struggle, Longstreet 
succeeded in getting possession of and 
holding the desired ground. * * * Tbe 
battle ceased at dark." 


The "desired ground" captured was 


tbat held by Sickle's federal Third corps 
—the celebrated peach orchard, wheat- 
Seld and adjacent bigh erounds, from 
wbicb Cemetery Bidge was next day as- 
sailed by the confederate artillery as a 
prelude to Fiekett's infantry assault. 


It was the ' crest of tbe ridge," not 


the Bound Top, that Lea wished to as- 
sail. His eye from tbe first appears to 
have been steadily fixed upon the federal 
center. That is why be ordered the at- 
tack np the Emmitsburg road " 


Longstreel's Statement. 


Longstreet's official report Is very ex- 


plicit on tbia point. It waa written July 
27, 1863 Oa page 368 of the same book 
he says : 


"I received Instructions from the com- 


manding general to move, with tbe por- 
tion of my command tbat was up, 
around to gain the Emmitsburg road, on 
tbe enemy 's left." 


Lieutenant General B. H. Anderson, 


then of Hill's corps, also makes this defi- 
nite statement: 


"Shortly after tbe line had been 


tarnative. Lee's orders were imperative, 
and,made after he bad personally exam- 
ined the enemy's position. Longstreet 
was ordered to attack a specific position 
"up ibe Emmitsburg road," which was 
not Little Bound Top, as assumed by 
Gordon. Tbia point is particularly 
elaborated because in it lies the "milk-in- 
Ihe-coooanut" of tbe charges against 
Longstreet. Without consulting the 
records, Gordon baa merely followed the 
lead of some of General Lee's biograph- 
ers ; notably Fltzbugh Lee, who asserts 
tbat his great uncle "expected Lang- 
street to eeize tbe Little Bound Top on 
tlie 2nd of July " Tbe records clearly 
snow tbat nothing was further from 
General Lee'a thoughts. 


After tbe war It was* discovered that 


a very early attack oo the Little Bound 
Top wonld perhaps bave found It unde- 
fended, hence tbe afterthought tbat Gen- 
eral Longatreet waa ordered to attack at 
sunrise. Whatever the hour Langatreet 
was ordered to attack it was most cer- 
tainly not Little Bound Top tbat waa 
made bis objective. 


Sixth Corps Unengaged 


Gordon, continuing, 
very compla- 


cently BEsumea that "two of tbe largest 
corps of Meade's aimy would not bave 
been m the fight" on tbe 2ud bad Long- 
stieet attacked early in the morning. 
He refers to the Unloa Fifth and Sixth 
corps That statement is correct only 
as regarda the Sixth corps, which It is 
true did not arrive on tbe field until late 
In tbe afternoon. But It took no part 
against LoDgstreet on tbat day. Indeed, 
as it was not engaged at all, either on 
thd 2d or 3d of July, tbe time for ita ar- 
rival at Gettyabnrg is unimportant. 


Its non-participation strongly mili- 


tates against tbe spirit of Gordon's argu- 
ment, In tbat Meade entirely frustrated 
Lee'a plana and defeated the oonfeder«te 
army without using the Sixth corps, 
some 15 000 men, at all. This is a sigai

street assumption of bow easy it waa to 
win at Gettysburg if only Longstreet 
bad obeyed orders I 


At sunrise on the 2d. tbe hoar at 


wbicb Longatreet's critics would bave 
bad this attack delivered, tbe federal 
Fifth corps waa aa near the battle ground 
of that day as Longstreet 'a troops Long- 
street's troops were bivouacked the 
night previous at Marsh Creek, 4 miles 
weat of Gettysburg. They began to ar- 
rive Dear L"e's headquarters -on Semi- 
nar; Ridge not earlier tban 7 a. m. of 
tbe 21, and tbe last of the column did 
not get In until near noon. Then they 
were still 5 miles by tbe route pursued 
to the chosen point of attack. 


Tbe Union Fifth corps was bivouacked 


5 mllea e*at of Gettysburg about tbe 
aame boor on tbe 1st tbat Longatreet's 
tired Infantry reached Marsh Creek. At 
4 o'clock a. m. of tbe 2d they marched 
on Gettysburg, arriving about the aame 
boar that Longstreet's troops were being; 
massed near Lee's headquarters, and 
were thereupon posted upon tbe extreme 
federal right 


Upon the first manifestation of con. 


federate movements on tbe right and 
left, we know tbat the Fifth corps was 
immediately drawn In closer, and about 
9 o'clock massed at the bridge over Bock 
creek on the Baltimore pike, ready for 
developments. Meade thought Lee In- 
tended to attack bis right. Tbat Lee con- 
templated it Is quite certain. Colonel 
Venable, of his staff, waa sent about snn- 
rise to consult witb Lieutenant General 
Ewell npon the feasibility of a general 
attack from bis front Lee wanted 
£ well's viewa as to tbe advisability of 
moving all the available troops around 
to tbat front for sneb a "purpose. Yen1 
able and Ewell rode from point to point 
to determine if tbis should be done. Fi- 
nally, Venable says, Lee himself came 
to Ewell's lines, and eventually tbe de- 
sign for an attack on tbe union right 
was abandoned. 


Federals' Advantigsous Position 


Where tbe Fifth corps waa finally 


massed, it waa only !•} mllea in the rear 
of Sickle's poaition. Moreover, it had 
an almost direct road to that point. This 
facility for reinforcing incidentally illus- 
trates the advantages of the union posi- 
tion. At the same boor, General Long- 
street's troops were still massed near the 
Chamberaburg pike, 3 miles on a straight 
line from tbe point of attack. 


Tbat ia to say, Longstreet bad twice 


aa far to march on an air line to strike 
Sickles "up the Emmitaburg road," aa 
Sjkea bad to reinforce the threatened 
point. But, in fact, Sykes'advantage 
waa far greater in point of time, because, 
by older of Lee, Longstreet was com- 
pelled to move by back road* and lanes, 
out of sight of tbe enemy's aignal officers 
on Bound Top. His troops actually 
marched ft or 7 miles to reach the point 
of deployment. 


Longntnet eventually attacked about 


4 p. m., and tbe Fifth corps was used 
very effectively against him. But no his- 
torian wbe esteems tbe troth, with the 
undisputed record before him, will deny 
tbat It conld and wouloMiave been used 
juat as effectively at 8*o'clock ia the 
morning. Tbe moment LoDgstreet's. 
movement was detected it was Immedi- 
ately hurried over to the left and occu- 
pied Bound Top. If Longatreet bad 
moved earlier, the Fifth corps also would 
bave moved earlier. It could have-been 
on Sickles' left and rear as early M 7 
o'clock a. m., bad it-been necessary. If 
Ewell and not LongBtreet had delivered 
tbe general attack 4t would bave bean 
found in bis front.. 


Longatreet met no troops Ia tbe After 


noon wbich.conld not have-beea brought 
agaiaet him m the morning. - 


So much for on* part of Gorton's 


aumption^based npon other 
founded upon an erroneous presumption 
that if Longstreet bad taken wiags and 
down on an air line from bis bivouac at 
Marsh Creek to the federal left and at- 
tacked at sunrise he would bave found 
no enemy near tbe Bound Tops. 


Ths Third Oat's FIghl. 


In another equally unwarranted as- 


sumption of what the "impartial" mill- 
tary critic will consider an "established 
fact," Gordon declares: 


"Secondly, That General Lee ordered 


LongBtreet to attack at daf light on tbe 
morning of tbe third day, and tbat tbe 
latter did not attack until 2 or 3 o'clock 
In tbe afternoon, tbe artillery opening 
atl. > 


Lee himself mentions no such order. 


In bis final report, penned six months 
afterwards, be merely mentions that the 
"general plan was unchanged," mud | 
Longatreflt. reinforced, ordered 
tack "next morning," ooc 
being fixed. It is significant, ; 
tnat|nUs-]*ttc*toJi 
tbe fleM, dated Jury i 
gnage: 


"Next day (July 3), the third division 


of General Longstreet's corps having 
come up, a more extensive attack was 
made," etc. 


Tbe "third division" was Pickett's, 


which did not arrive from Chambers- 
burg until 9 a. m. of the 81. In tbe 
same report, Lee himself states tbat 
"Pickett, witb three of his brigades, 
joined Lougstreet the following morn- 
ing." There is no dispute, however, 
about the hour of Pickett's arrival. 


So tbat, as Pickett was selected by 


Lee to lead the charge and aa Lee knew 
exactly where Pickett waa, it is morally 
Impossible tbat it waa fixed for daylight 
—live hours before Pickett's troops were 
up. 


In one place Lee remarks in bia re- 


port: 


' The morning was occupied m neces- 


sary preparations, and the battle recom- 
menced in tbe afternoon ot tbe Id." 
Time waa not an essential element m tbe 
problem of tbe ad. Tbe federal army 
waa then all up, whereas Pickett's con- 
federate division was still absent* Tbe 
delay of a few boura was, therefore, a 
distinct gain for tbe confederates, and 
not prejudicial, aa Gordon would have 
tbe world believe. 


ButLougatreet's official report ls de- 


cisive of tbe whole ijueation. He says : 


'On the following morning (that is 


after the fight of tbe 2J),our arrange- 
ments were made for renewing the at- 
tack by my right, with a view to pass 
round the bill occupied by tbe enemy's 
left, and gain it by flank and reverse 
attack.

Finally, Longstreet emphatically de

He says that be bad 
no orders of any kind on tbat morning 
until Lee personally came over to bis 
front-and ordered the Pickett charge. 
No early attack was possible under tbe 
conditions imposed by Lee to use Pick- 
ett, Pettlgrew and Fender's troops, 
widely separated. 


But without any orders from Lee, as 


Is quite apparent, Longstreet bad al- 
ready given orders for a flank attack by 
the southern face ot Big Bound Top, as 
an alternative to directly attacking 
again tbe Impregnable heights from 
which be bad been repulsed the night 
before. That would bave been "simple 
madness," to quote the language ot the 
Confederate General Law. But such an 
act of "simple madness"was the only day- 
light attack possible from Loueatreet's 
front on tbe morning ot tbe 3d. Lee 
substituted for the feasible early attack 
projected by Longatreet tbe Pickett

Heights, which it required hours of pre 
paratlon to fulminate, and which proved 
the most disastrous and destructive m 
confederate annals. It was, In fact, tbe 
death knell of the southern republic. 


Continuing on tbe subject of Long- 


street's dltabedience, Gordon considers 
the following as another of the-"facts 
established 


'Thirdly, tbat General Lee, according 


to tbe testimony of Colonel Walter Tay- 
lor, Colonel C. S. Venable and General 
A. L Long, who were present when tbe 
order was given, onieredi Longatreet to 
make tbe attack on the last day witb 
tbe three divisions of his own corps and 
two divisions of A. P. Hill's corps, and 
that instead of doing eo Longstreet 
sent only 14.000 men to assail Ueade's 
army in tbe latter's strong and heavily 
Intrenched position-." 


Pickett Altscki Mem. 


This u tbe old story tbat Longstreet 


explains in detail why McLawa and 
Hood were not ordered forward with 
Pickett: 


"General Longatreet was delayed by a 


force occupying tbe bigb rocky bills on 
tbe enemy's extreme left, from which bis 
troops could be attacked in reverse as 
they advansad. His operations had 
been embarrassed the day previous by 
tbe aame cauae, and' be now deemed it 
necessary to defend his rUnk and rear 
with the divisions of Hood and McLaws. 
He was therefore, re-enforced by Hetu's 
division and two brigades of Fender's 
General Longatreet ordered forward the 
column of attack, consisting of Pickett's 
and Heth's divisions m two Hues, Pick- 
ett on tbe right." 


Now, one of L°e's favorite officers, 


General Fickett. bad personal supervis- 
ion of tbe formation of the attacking 
column. General Lee was for a time 
personally present while tbis work was 
going on, conversing with Pickett con- 
cerning tbe proper dispositions and mak- 
ing various suggestions. He therefore 
knew by personal observation, before tbe 
charge was made, exactly what troops 
were included and what were not 
He 


knew that the extreme right ot Hood's 
division was at that moment fully three 
miles away, holding a difficult position 
in face of an overwhelming force of fed- 
erals, and McLaws almost equally die- 
tan t. 


With these documents before him, 


how can Gordon believe it an "estab 
hshed fact" tbat Lee expected McLaws 
and Hood to take part In tbe Pickett 
charge t 


Having thus proven from Lee's own 


official, written utterances tbat the three 
foregoing points set up by Gordon can

Dr. Pendleton't Notable Lecture. 


Tbe Brat positively public utterance

There 
had been some vague hints prior to bis 
story, but Dr. Pdndlaton was the first 
person to distinctly formulate the indict- 
ment against him for disobedience 
Gordon merely paraphrases Pendleton.

"The ground southwest of tbe town 


(Gettysburg) waa carefully examined by 
meatier the engagement of July 1. Its 
practicable character was reported to 
our commandiDfrgeneral 
He informed 


me tbat he had ordered Longstreet to 
attack on tbat frontal sunrise next 
morning. And be added to myself: 'I 
want you to be out long before sunrise 
so as to re-examine and aave time.' He 
also desired me to communicate with 
General Loagatreet as well »e himself 
The reconnaissance was accordingly 
made as soon aa it waa light enough on 
the 2nd. All this, aa it occurred under 
my personal obaerTatioa, It IB nothing 
short of imperative duty tbat I thus 
state." 


Bev. Or. Pendleton was a brigadier- 


general and chief of artillery on Lee's 
staff. He was a graduate of West Point, 
and was the cadet friend of Lea for 
more .than three years in tbe Military 
Academy. After tbe war they were 
closely associated at Lexington, Va 
His fulmination had tbe effect of a 
bombshell. 


Pendleton1 s statement is characteristic 


of tbe whole, but it was for a time the 
more effective because it was more de- 
flnlte, in tbat it purported to recite a 
positive statement by Lee of an alleged 
order to Longstreet. If Pendleton'! 
statement falls, tbe whole falls. 


Longstreet was astonished when be 


aaw Pendleton's assertion. He categor- 
ically denied Pendletou's allegation, »nd 
and at once appealed to tbe other mem- 
bers of Lee's staff to exonerate him from 
tbe charge of baring failed to obey an 
order for a sunrise attack. Colonel 
Walter H. Taylor, Lee's adtutaot gen 
era), promptly responded : 


Charges DsnM. 


"I can. only say I never beard before 


of tbe 'sunrlte attack' you were to have 
made,-*! charged by General Psndleton.

Colonel Charles8. Venable, loug Lee's 


confidential aide de camp, corroborates 
Colonel Taylor in even more positive 
terms. He wrote: 


'I did not know of any order for an 


attack on the enemy at sunrise on the 
2nd, nor can I believe any sneb order 
was toned by General Lee. About sun- 
rise oo tbe 2nd of July I wae sent by 
General Lee to General Swell to ask 
him what be thought of the advantages 
«f an attack on the enemy from his posi- 
tion. * * * I do not think tbat tbe I 
errand on which I wai cent by the com- 


of the 21. 


Tbe corps artillery did not get up un- 


til 9 or 10 o'clock, and part of it not 
until noon or after. Plckett's division 
did not begin its march from tbe vicinity 
of Gbambersburg until the 21. By tbe 
route pursued it was five or six miles 
from where Hood and McLaws bad 
massed their infantry to the point of 
attack anally designated by General 
Lee. 


Lee Reconnoiten Personally. 


After tbe; came up all movements 


were still several hours delayed awaiting 
Lee's personal recounoisaances on the 
left and right te determine tbu paint of 
attack. 


Colonel Venable aays that "about sun- 


rise" be waa sent to General Ewell on 
the left to Inquire if It were mot more 
feaaable to attack in tbat quarter. 
While he was riding from point to point 
with Ewell, Lee himself came over lo 
see Ewell in person. Lee did not return 
to Lingsl reefs front un'il about 9 
o'clock. Meanwhile nis staff officers, 
Pendleton, Long, Colonel Walker, and 
Captain Johnston, by Lee's orders, had 
been examining the ground to the right. 
Upon Lee's return from tbe left be rode 
far to the right and joined P>>ndleton. 


Not until then was tbe attack on the 


enemy's left by Longstreet finally de 
cided upon 
Longetreet said it was not 


earlier tban 11 o'clock when be received 
bis orders lo move, from tbe time con- 
sumed by Lee and bis etgff it was prob- 
ably later 
The front of i he confederate 


army was 6 miles in extent. 


Hence matters on LOB morning of July 


2 were not awaiting Longstreel's move- 
ments 
All tbat long forenoon every- 


thing was still In tbe air, depending npon 
Lee's peiaonal examinations and Dn»i 
aecisiofis. 


It is perfectly clear from this indeci- 


sion on tbe 2d that Lee conld not have 
arrived at a decision the previous night, 
as asserted by Pendleton at Lexington 
long after tbe war. 


There is Irrefragable testimony on all 


these points. It all shows that Lae was 
present at tbe front in person, actually 
coguizint of all that was going forward, 
and certainly up to 11 o'clock that a»y 
still undecided as to tbe more available 
point of attack. Longstreet was wait'ng 
for Lee to determine whe-e ibe fljbt 
should be made.

There Is more positive pro if. Tbat 


Lee gave no sncb order as described In 
Pendleton's Lexington lecture, or for an 
"early attack" as asserted by Gordon 
now, Is absolutely proved by an cfQ ial 
report of Gettysburg, penned by General 
Pendleton himself. That Pendleton was 
an oral falsifier of history is established 
by bis own band under date of Septem- 
ber 12 1863, only nine wteka after the 
battle 


Captain Perry's Review. 


Tbe astounding tenor of tbis old ex- 


bumatlon of Pendleton's in comparison 
witb his story of 1873 passed entirely un- 
noticed by tbe world nutil It waa pointed 
out some ten years ago by Captain Les- 
lie J. Perry, one of the historical experts 
tben lo charge of tbe government i ubli- 
cation of the union and confederate 
records of the civil war. In a well-ion- 
sidered paper in Tbe New York Sun of 
November 10, 1896 on th« Lee-Long 
street controversy, Mr Perry showed 
tbat tbe Pendleton report, in conjunc- 
tion with General Le<-'a, completely ex- 
onerated General Longstreet, not only 
of duobeying orders but of having bees 
slow, "balky," and obstructive.

Tbe theory 
on which he (Longscreei)Js assailed Is 
destroyed by this report." 


Pendletw's Official Account.

able document with Pendleton's Lexing- 
ton story. It is found at page 346, or 
part 2, volume 27, official war records. 
It Is a detailed report of tbe operations 
of tbe confederate art.lery In the Penn- 
sylvania campaign, embodying a minute 
description of General Pendleton's per- 
sonal movements on tbat day.

ground," But this was not the end. 
SPendleton described a skirmish which 
then occurred frith enemy on that front, 
nod then proceeds: 


"These wocds bavin? -thus been 


cleared of the ecemy, some view of tbe 
ground, beyond them, and much farther 
to the right than bad yet been examined, 
seemed practicable. I. therefore, rode 
in that -direction, and when about to 
enter the woods, met tbe commanding 
general (Lee) en route himself for a sur- 
vey of the ground. There being a good 
deal of sbarpsbooting, the front had to 
be examined,with caution. • * * Hav- 
ing noticed tbe field and the enemy's 
batteries, etc., I returned to General 
iiongstreet, for th« pnrpose of conduct- 
ing his column, to this point.. * * * 
On learning.the state of facia.ahead, the 
the general had halted, and sent back to 
hasten bis artillery. Members of my 
staff were also dispatched to remedy as 
far as practicable the delay. Cabell's 
Alexander's and Henry's; batallions at 
length arrived, and the whole column 
moved toward tbe enemy's left." 


When, tbe Rev. Dr. Pendleton told 


that dramatic, story to bis breathless 
hearers at Lexington, in 1873, under 
"pressure of imperative duty," had be 
forgotten the tenor of bis official report 
made, in 1863? It is the greatest anti- 
climax in all history. Several decisive 
facts are disclosed by this unbiased re- 
port : 


1. Instead of being dilatory and ob- 


structive, Fendleton himself establishes 
ibattliongstnet was personally exerting 
himself to "hasten forward" the very 
anilleiy of which hr, Pendleton waa the 
chief. 


S As lataieitaiolv aril o'clock, if not 


noon; General Lee and bis staff officers 
were «till .rambling-all over a front six 
miles-long, yet undetermined either as to 
he point or proper route of attack. Ac- 
cording to both Pendleton and Venable, 
bey did not begin tbie necessary prelim- 
nary survey until "about sunrise," the 
peciflo hour at which General Lee on tbe 
ight previous had ordered Longstreet to 
seginhis attack, as asserted by Pendle- 
on at Lexington. 
3. Not until ,Lee and Pentdleton had 
evoted the entire forenoon to the exami- 
ation of the ground did Pendleton go to 
conduct Longstreet to the point of attack 
thereupon 
decided 
upon. 
Evidently 


Longstreet was not delaying action; he 
was awaiting their motions. 


Som* Natural Conclusions. 


The following general conclusions npon 


tbe state of facts discovered by Pendlt- 
ton's remarkable report are, therefore, 
inevitable and unavoidable: 


1. At su nrise of tbe 2d. General Lee 


himself did not know where to attack. 
He did not know as late as 10 or 11 
o'clock. His mind. «as -not, made up 
until after he cane back from EweH's 
front (about 9 o'clock, according to all 
authorities), .and bad made the flnal 
examlnatinton the light. General Long- 
street says he received t is orders to move 
about 11 o'clock, and this corresponds 
.with Pendletou's report. Bat it any- 
thing, it was later rather than earlier. 
' 2.Tbese pains-taking, time-consuming 
recoanoisalance of the commanding gen- 
eral and his staff officers, the journey of 
Colonel Tenable toEwell, three miles 
to the left, and Lee's later visit to E »eli 
together with the unavoidable absence 
of General Longs-reefs troops until late 
in the morning, prove absolutely that Lee 
issued no order for Longstreet to attack 
at any specific hour un-^uly.2. 


3. Longstreet's preliminary movements 
from start to finish were under the per- 
sonal supervision of Lee's confidential 
staff officer, Pendleton, anl the subcrdi- 
nate staff cllleers. So Longstreet has 


lively stated, so has General Me- 


i»w's, and both are confirmed by Pec- 
(Helen's report. The staff guide caused 
a loss of three hours by putting the head 
of McLaw's column upon a wrong'road, 
Tdis compelled Longatreet -to "hasten, 
matters" .by assuming personal direction 
of tbeimoviiment, and pushing Hood's 
division rapidly to the front past Mc- 
Liws. 
j 


4 Pendleton'sclRclal utterances make 
it an "f stablisbed tact' that General 
Longstreet made bis tremendous and 
successful attack on July 2 at the eai- 
liest moment possible atter receiving 
Lee'a order to advance, under the condi- 
tions imposed by .Lee, viz: to be con- 
ducted to tbe point of attack by Pendle- 
ton himself and the other staff officers.

The war records expert was mathe- 
matically correct when be deducted 
from-Pendleton'a report that it alone 
entirely dissipates each and every allega- 
tion that Longstreet failed to obey any 
of Lee's orders on July 2. 


This is the story, short enough for the 
busy ; clear and straight,enough for the 
young. It is tbe story of sentiment as 
well as reverence and admiration, glow 
Ing up from childbocd, of him who led 
tbe forlorn hope at Gettysburg. 


But behind thestntiinent is the unas- 
sailable truth. It 
is undeniably tbe 


story of tbe records,,of the event, exactly 
as tbey occurred. It Is fully carroborat. 
ed by all tbe probabilities; in no part 
disputed by tna. It Is tbe story told by 
General Longstreet himself, and nobody 
familiar with bia open character and can- 
did manner of discussing its various 
phasts can doubt for one instant that he 
tells the details of Gettysburg exactly as 
they oecuired, in so far as his personal 
part was concerned. 


Ot bim I would say. as bis sun slants 


toward the west and tbe evening hours 
draw near, that his unmatched courage 
to meet the enemies of the peace time 
outshines the valor of tbe f'elda whereon 
bis blcod WAS shed BO copiously iu the 
cause of his country. I would tell bim 
that his detractors' are not the south: 
they are not the democratic parly; they 
represent nobody and nothing but tbe 
blindness of passion that desires not 
ligbt, And as he journeys down to tbe 
valleyofsilence.il would read to him tbe 
message of Georgia's eloquent son: 
"Tbe south of the present—the not ig- 
noble offspring of the past—compasses 
the couch of Longstreet with love, and 
covers bis fading yeais with unfading 
admiration and
